When Hunt said he had a list 
of the foiur initial recomraendatims he made, he actually said, "Ihe firat is"tiiat "Castro 
be assasa‘L4ated " to coincide with the planned invasion. 

Imagine thejriian saying that! Esneciallv because he did reeoHi;end it. Lmgine this 
escaping im FBI seci^itjt check, L. Pat and all that. Iraai-ine further tiiat such a man is 
even considered for i^hite House employment. Xou don't have to iraagins that he actually 
carried a pistol into his office, it was found there,
